GENOA, April 19.—The German 
delegation and experta have not yet 


been able to find a formula whereby 
to compromise with the entente 
powers, without sacrificing the Russo- 
German treaty, although they were in 
session at a very late hour tonight. 
Efforts are being made to have the 
conference formulate a Russian pol- 
icy in which the Russo-German treaty 
can be absorbed, thus giving it the 
stamp of conference approval and re- 
moving the cause of hard feeling. 
Conference Work Blocked 

The plain language of Premier 
Lloyd George to the German states- 
men today over the treaty incident, 
which at one time threatened to dis- 
rupt the economic conference, was 
believed to have cleared the political 
atmosphere, but as neither the Ger- 
man reply to the allies nor the Rus- 
sian reply regarding acceptance of 
the condition for the restoration of 
Russia was forthcoming. the situation 
is still considered critical. 

Gome of the neutrals described the 
Germans as embarrassed as how to 
tind a way outof the difficulty. Mean- 
time, the work of the conference is 
blocked. The neutral states have 
offictally insisted that the agenda of 
the conference be discussed in the 
commissions and not in private con- 
versations among the chief delegates. 
To this the leaders rejoin that pre- 
liminary meetings are advisable in or- 
der to expedite the iabors of the con- 


ference. 
International Loan 

It is expected that once the Russo- 
German controversy is disposed of, 
the machinery of the conference will 
resume operations.

OTTAWA, Apr. 19.—The first fatal- 
ity in the flooded areas contiguous to 
the capital was reported today when 
Alfred Laurin, aged two years 
nine months, fell from the back door- 
step of his home at Gatineau Point 
into about two feet of water and was 
drowned. 
| The waters of the Ottawa river 
‘have risen to the highest point in 
|about 15 years and have flooded the 
water front on the Quebec side of the 
river at various places on a front of 
several miles. Reports of districts 
under water came from as far up the 
river as Aylmer, Que, and tn this 
vicinity a number of summer cottages 
|have been isolated by the waters, Ayl- 
jmer Village has so far escaped any 
damage, but a wharf on the river 
{front is submerged. In Hull the BF,

Genoa April 19—Dr. Walter 
Rathenau, the German foreign 
minister conferred with Prime 
Minister Lloyd George of Great 
Britain, and Foreign Minister 
Tchitcherin, of Russia, this morn- 
ing regarding the barring of the 
Germans from the Russian com- 
mission of the conference. The 
Germans will probably submit a 
formal reply tonight to the allied 
note on this subject. 

Ig Treaty Violation? 

Parte, April 19.—The reparations 
commission ig to be asked whethr 
the Russo-German treaty signed at 
Rapalio on Sunday violages the treaty 
of Versailles in respect to the Ger- 
man-owned property in Russia. This 
property under the Versailles pact, 
is pledged to the commission for 
payment of reparations. 

The French government will await 
the action of the commission before 
taking up the question officially with 
the allies. It ie held, however, in 
official circles here, that here is a 
distinct violation of the Versailles 
treaty, and it is declared that what- 
ever action the Genoa conference 
may take, the allied powers cannot 
tolerate the pact. 

The recourse of the allies against 
the pact is the same as that against 
other violations of the peace treaty 
and the present case is regarded 
only as adding one more to the other 
causes of action on the German ques- 
tion which the allies will take up im- 
mediately after the confer- 
ence, 

T was announcea this afternoon 
that Premier Poincare had requested 
Loule Dubois, French member of the 
reparations commission, to place of- 
ficlally before the commission the 
question of the validity and _ legality 
of the Russo-German pact. The pre- 
mier also hag asked the other allied 
governments to give similar instruc- 
tiong to thelr delegates on the com- 
migsion, 

Mortal Blow t0 Conference 

Genoa, April 19—The expected 
German demand for dievussion of her 
case before a plenary session of the 
economic conference will prove a 
“mortal blow” to the conference, it 
ie declared in a French communique 
igsued here this noon, dealing with 
the Russo-German treaty and the at- 
titude of the allies in considering 
Germany eliminated from further 
discussions of the Russian question. 

The communique points out that for 
the first time. since the signing of the 
treaty of Versailles, the world sees 
the names of the representatives of 
nine powers making up an entente 
affixed to a document which protests 
German conduct. 

The communique insists that the 
dragging of the controversy into the 
full session of the conference would 
bring about a situation which Europo 
wishes to avoid, namely, the Hning up 
of new political groups. one egainst 
the other, It refera to the signing of 
the treaty as “a manifestation of the 
Bismarckian spirit which caused the 
alMed bloc immediately to affirm its 
unity.” 

“Modified” by Schanger. 

Commenting on the note sent by 
the allies to Germany yesterday, the 
entire Italian press is agreed in de- 
claring thet the nate suggested by 
Premier Lioyd George was much 
stronsar than the note actuelly sent, 
containing a much more violent pro- 
test. The note, they say, was modified 
fn tone chiefly through the efforts of 
Foreign Minsster Schanzer, of Italy, 
who pointed out that the chief object 
of all the delegates was ¢o prevent 
the breaking up of the conference 
and the consequent faflure of its alms, 
with resulta the gravity of which was 
dificult to foresee.

ed the heart of the Barren lands, 
and using Beok's river fineily came 
out on the Arctic coast and are now 
trading with the Eskimos on King 
William's Land. This constitutes a 
journey on « par with those historice! 
“tripe” of the Mounted Police, while 
@ @lance at the map will suffiee to 
convey the dengers and difficulties of 
the route. 

The greatest need on the edge of 
th Arctic {is a dentist, which the 
H.B.C. ig endeavering to meet, and 
any adventurous dental @ st whe 
would like to make the long journey 
north by the river meamers and bask 
by ship via the Behring etreite and 
Vancouver, would be a very welcome 
personage in the north. 

Thie then ie a fragmentary epitome 
of the work which is being accom- 
plished by the men of Canada’s force 
—a tale which, . if completed ani 
written at leisure would add much to 
the records of whieh Canada is 
rightly proud.
